We must start now to show that 
freedom has more to offer the 
world than Hitler has.

PROVINCIAL CREAM 
COMPETITION 


One hundred and thirty-five cans 
of cream were entered from all 
parts of the province in the Pro- 
vincial Cream Competition which 
was conducted by the Producers’ 
Section of the Alberta Dairyman’s 
Association, in conjunction with the 
Dairy Convention being held in Ed- 
monton, February 12th, 13th and 
14th.

Judges were Dr. H. R. Thornton, 
Dairy Department, University of 
Alberta; Dr. E, G. Hood, Dairy Re- 
seacch Science Service, Department 
of Agriculture, Ottawa, and F. W. 
Wood, Provincial Creamery Inspect- 
or, In commenting on the entries, 
judges expressed the view that most
